Mr. Wilson.— Were any proceeding.s tak- 
en by Mr. Nish to di.spo.ssess you of your 
contract? A. Yes. lie commenced a siiit 
against ua to obtain the §15,000 mention 
cd in the agreement.

Were you delayed in getting out stone 
by llic neglect of the C. Com. to inform 
you whotlioryour ofTor to .siibstifiito fjran- 
ite for .landstono was accoi)ted or ivjoci- 
ed ? A. Soon after coiiimonciiig wtu-k 
on the dock I went to Nanaimo with a 
viaw to put up b iildiiigaatthc quarry AUti 
to build a wliarf, also to go to a place 
where I had .seen granite from a distance 
whilst travelling up the cn:ist. There 
were two otlier geutlcuien travehng wiih 
mo and wo caino up to Nelson i.sland. 
(iranitc being dillicull and expensive to 
obtain wc deemed it in the interest of 
ourselves to look after it as early as pos- 
sible. After discovering suitable gran- 
ite I made preparations for ipiarying l)o- 
fore I returned to Victoria. When tlie 
gi-anito w.as delivered at Escpiimalt, the 
cost of i|uarrying being iiuicb less than 
we anticipated from experience in similar 
work, it was uuggosted to ua from par- 
ties who had looked at the stone and who 
admired its uniform shape, th;\t tho labor 
of dressing it and the facilitii's for getting 
it would enable us to lay an oiler before 
tiu' C. Com. to substitute granite for 
saiulsioiie and hricka under the iiiqjrcss- 
ion that had Messrs. K. and. M. known 
that such innlcrial was si> I'n.sily tu be ob- 
tained in li. C. that sandstone would not 
have been used in the construction of the 
dock. .Shortly after tho termination of 
j the last .session ^Mr. Walkein sent us a 
letter with a printed ropy notifying iis 
I that ho had been reeommeuded to snbsti- 
I tiite granite for aaiulstnne .iiid brick. liis 
I letter requested ua to furnish him with 
tho price of substituting jrrauito for sand- 
sloue. We iiuniediately replied giving 
him a price. 1 think to substitute gran- 
ite for sandstone was .some .'?()2,000 odd. 
We received no answer in writing to (uir 
proposal I think until sometimo in Sept- 
ember. Wo hiul expended about .■^;17."] 
putting up buildings at the Newcastle 
ipiarries and had made arangeiuents witii 
parties to build a wharf at the ipi.irry: 
we coiuitermanded the order fm' tiie 
wharf when the lequcst was made to ns to 
furnish a price to substitute gr.mito for 
sandstone and brick, f cannot say that 
that caused any delay. When we iocoi\ - 
cd v.ritteu orders from tho (J. (Unw. that 
granite would not be auli.stitutod for sand- 
stone wo were ready to use sandstone 
and wo found ri movo convenient and loss 
expensive place than Newcastle, i-i:.. 
Salt Spring island. Wo furnished s.im 
plea of stone to the resident ougiuoer for 
his approval and received no reply until 
It) days after. 

Was any delay in the work oi ineonvui- 
ience caused by the neglect of tliu C. Cnm. 
to arrange for prompt payment of the 
ccrtifioates for work done '. A. I cannot 
say that there was a great deal of mcon- 
veuicnco and expense attending it. Our 
first certificate was not paid until four 
months after it had boon i)resented. 

Have you had any experience in the 
construction of docks before your engage- 
ment in this one ? A I have been em- 
ployed in similar work on the 15rooklyn 
drydock and also as inspector of mason 
work of dill'cront locks and dams on the 
James river and Kanawha canal in iS-18, 
18-10 and 1850. Also up to a later date 
witli I'eto, Hrassoy and Co., also had the 
entire managoincnt of their cement works 
at Port Hope, Canada, supplying tiic ce- 
ment for the different structures in that 
section of tiio Grand Trunk, also tho man- 
agement of their (juarries at fort Hope 
and Quecnstown for the difToront. struc- 
tures between Coburg and Toronto. 

Do you know wliother in tho construe 
tion of most dry docks, cement is consum- 
ed in such enormous quantities in mak- 
ing concrete .as .-it Esquimalt dock; is na- 
tural stone generally used ? A. Wher- 
ever I have been employed well selected 
rubble for backing was used, I liave 
never aeon concrete used. I have never 
soon concrete used in such largo quanti- 
tios. The voids between the rubble stone 
were grouted with a preparation of ce- 
ment and sand. 

In what part of the Esrpjiinalt dock is 
the greater quantity of cement to be used/ 
A. Tho whole bottom of tho dock is cov - 
ered with concrete to a depth of C foet 
inches by about 400 feet in length and 00 
feet broad. 

Can you toll us about how nnieh ce- 
ment goesinto that bottom ] A. .\boiit 
15,000 cubic yards of cement. 

Considering tho character of the cl.iy 
bottom of tho Esquimalt dock, do you 
think a bottom of 6 feet nine inches of 
concrete necessary for the stability of the 
dock ? A. It would be presuming too 
much to offer an opinion contr.ary to tho 
advice given by Messrs. K. and M. \\ aa 
I not .nware of the fact that they have ad- 
vised that C feet 9 inches of concrete 
should bo laid on the bottom of tlie dock, 

I would not hesitate in giving it as my 
opinion, baaed upon u7 years' exporieiico 
of similar work, to say that frcjin t\i'o to 
three feet of concrete would be enough to 
protect the arterial drains and make a suf- 
ficient solid foundation, as wc know there 
is no change from clay to tho depth of 10 
feet below tlio lowest depth of foundation 
in the entrance No iissuro or springs 
have been encountered in the excavations 
near to the body of the dock so far as we 
have excavated. 

Is there any ovidence in tho work don* 
on the dock of inferior cement having 
becnuscdl A. Mr. Huntington cm bet - 
ter answer thia. 

Mr. Helgescii— Did the govornmont 
ever notify the contractors to stop work 
on the dock on account of tlio tiucstion 
being raised to' substitute granite for 
sandstone ? A. No. They notified us to 
stop from dumping the claj' excavations 
bohiud tho sea wall; wc liad no other 
place to dump it. Part of that sea wall 
has been built for three months. At pre- 
sent we are tipping our excavations where, 
in all probability, they will I *7e to be re- 
moved again. 

Htis Mr. Humbcr ever stojipod you 
from using tho old ceiucnt and thereby 
delayed the contractors I \. On Satur- 
day, the dth March, when ivo had used 
up all the cement that was in tho barrels 
in the warehouse except 11 or 12 barrels, 
the first that were opened Mr. Huinber 
declined to allow ua to u.se them, rom.ark- 
ing tb.at they ought to have been mi.xed 
with the cement that we had already 
used. 

Did the resident engineer condmv.n the 

II or 12 barrels referred to ! A. I never 



saw Mr. Bennett, tlia resident engineer, 
in tlio cement warehouse after tUo first 
day wo opened the cement; nuitlier am I 
aware of liis ever having been in tho 
w.irehouao from the first day until thcdsy 
the committee visited the warehouse I 
don't know ivlietlior he condemned it or 
not; my order not to use it \vas from the 
inspector of concrete. 

In the correspondence between you and 
the ;<ovornment you state that Mr. Muir, 
the engineer in charge of the puiU]), has 
been niioblij,'ing and tdtogethor itetriinou- 
tat to the best intoroats of thecontraotors; 
please tell us if that is so / A. IMoat dis- 
tinctly yes; lie has been detrimental to 
our interests. A great portion of the 
time that he ha.s been there his work did 
not amount to more th.in one hour per 
day; he refused to do other work when 
aeipiested to do it. A greater part of his 
time was spent loitering outside . the en- 
!,'iue house. \\'e bouglit him a ccrtifieato 
to qualify him for running tho engine of 
the steanilioat. NS'hon wo h.ad nothing to 
do on oni' occasion we asked him to take 
the steamer and nu far a load of water to 
the brickyard ,a( I'arson'a bridj^e, which 
1 o rcfnsetl to do. 1 applied to have him 
discharged. .Mr. Kennott advised the C. 
Com. not to discharge him. Wo consider 
from the proper interpre'ation of tho spe-

to ;qipoint or keep any person there con- 
trary to (uir wislies, or any other man 
whom we have to jwy for wovV doun on 
the dock.

He (Dr. .Ash) 
knew his (the attorney-general's) position 
ctaotly; but. the judges had decided tliat 
the legislature had no control over them. 
The simplest w.ay to deal with the matter

Court for the province. He was of opin- 
ion that these words should not bo iiisert- 
od as before the end of tho aeasion the 
whole matter could bo arranged. 

Hon. Mr. W.alkein agreed with much 
lliiit had been said by the hon. member 
for Comox; but ho had not gone far 
enough. Tho judges had declared that 
they held no allegianco whatever to this 
legislature. Explanations were given on 
tho position of the Courts at tho present 
time. He said there were 50 or CO acts 
that had been passed since confederation 
that in .some way or other tho words .Su- 
premo Court wore mentioned, and .all of 
tlieiu might be declared ulint vires. He 
contended that the Dominion Government 
could not deal with the judges according 
to their late decision, only by an altera- 
tion in the B. N. A. Act; an Imperial al- 
teration in fact could only alTect them. 
The rules and procedure recently adopted 
by the four judges wore the same as the.se 
in the .Judicature Act, which had been 
considered null and void. He consider- 
ed this a most an.alomous thing. The ab- 
surdities of the present condition of 
things with regard to the Courts wore 
then pointed out. He complained of t.ho 
judgment of Hon. .Justice (Jreaso, stating 
that an article in the Toronto Law Jour- 
lud appeared on the 15th January that 
word for word wassiniilartoaportionof tho 
judgment delivered six weeks afterwards 
by Hon. .Justice Crease,

New Westminster and New AVestminster 
city and the Hopi^ and Vide polling divis- 
ion of the electoral district of Vale. At 
the city of Nanaimo for the electoral dis- 
trict of Nanaimo and Comox. At ICani- 
loops for the electoral district of Vale e.^- 
ceptiog the foregoing divisions of Hope 
and Valo. At Clinton or Williams Lake 
for the electoral district of Lillooet and 
the Williams Lake polling division of the 
eIector.\l division of Cariboo. .\t Stanley 
or Richfield for theolectoral district of 
Cariboo excepting the Williams Lake 
polling divisions; and wherca.n the County 
Courts Acts are still in full force, but no 
judges appointed to the County Courts; 
Therefore bo it resolved, that His Excel- 
lency the Governor (leiieral bo reipiested 
by this House to appoint a judge of the 
County Court for each of the districts 
above named each to reside and adminis- 
ter justice within the district to which he 
shall have been appointed; and bo it re- 
solved, that it is expedient that the 
Legislature of British Columbia do clothe 
tho said court with civil andcriminaljuria- 
diction to the samo extent now held and 
used by tho County Courts in the pro- 
vinces of Ontario; and be it further re- 
solved, that the legislature and govcrii- 
monl uf this )i.oviiice shall pass such laws 
and make such appointments as may be 
ncces.sary to accomplish the above ob- 
jects.
